General Mitchell’s Plan 
For Separate Depart- 
ment of Aeronautics Dis- 
approved by Admirals. 


Washington, February 18.—TDresi- 
dent Coolidge added a new chapter to- 
day to the air service controversy by

WEEKS AND WILBUR 


THREATEN ACTION 


Mitchell Declares He 
Will Not Resign Or 
“Give An Inch” To His 
Enemies In Battle.

Washington, February 18.—The 
case of Brigadier Gefieral William 


Mitchell, assistant chief of the army 


air service and center of the heated 
aviation controversy, has come to a 
head. 

Following threats of resignation by 
both Secretary of War Weeks and 
‘fecretary of the Navy Wilbur if 
Mitchell were not curbed, President 
Coolidge has summoned Mitchell to 
the white house Thursday, according 
to members of congress, and Mitchell 
will then be offered his choice of 
demotion to the rank of colonel, vol- 
untary resignation or outright dis- 
missal. 

When asked about the white house 
summons, Mitchell declared he would 
not resign or “give an inch” to his 
enemies, 

Decides Against Mitchell. 

These congréssmen, partisans of 
Mitchell, declared that Weeks and 
Wilbur, offended by Mitchell's vigor 
ous advocacy of a separate air sery- 


ice, had gone to the president with 


their nltimatum and that Mr. Coolidge 
had decided ‘against Mitchell. 

This news spread quickly over the 
capital and the army and navy de- 
partments in a few minutes and creat- 
ed a late afternoon sensation. Mitchel? 
has been the center of violent dis- 
cussion, with the higher army and 
navy Officials denouncing him and a! 
loyal element in congress backing him. 

Congressmen declare he is being 
made a martyr because of his frank 


criticisms of army and navy policy 
while testifying before .committees of 
congress. If he is forced into private 
life, he intends to run for congress. 


Came With Aviation Report. 


_ The climaxing development came 
simultaneously with the publiqgtion of 
the aviation report of the navy board 
of admirals,ewho defended the battle- 
ship as the ultimate naval fighting 
weapon and attacked Mitchell’s plan 
The fact that this board consisted of 
seven admirals and the commandant of 
the marine corps and omitted the rear 
admifal in charge of naval aviation, 
was noted among congressmen and the 
report will be discounted for that 


reason, 

President Coolidge was walking 
when the word that Mitchell had been 
summoned by him leaked out. After 
he returned he held a long discussion 
Later, it was said 
that the white house decliged either to 
deny or confirm the report and that 
if it was true, the information did not 
come from the white house and must 
have come from Mitchell. 

This was regarded as giving strength 
to the assertions of the congressmen.

Consequently, there was a 
time when Coolidge had on his desk-a 
list of more than 200 men recommend- 
ed for the vacant office of secretary 
of agriculture. The sifting of so large 
a list consumes a good deal of time. 
Even more, it is-the listening to en- 
thusiastic friends of the 200, every 
friend with a prolonged argument to 
prove that his man would make a bet- 


| ter secretary than anybody else. 


From the point of view of econo- 
mizing the president’s time and energy. 
the method of making the Kellogg ap- 
pointment is more helpful. In the long 
run, it is more helpful politically also 
When 200 men have been recommended 
for an office, and when 199 of them 
and their friends are disappointed, the 
aggregate of political damage is apt 
to be great. All that political disad- 
vantage, at least, Coolidge avoids by 
the method of “quick appointment. 
based on judgment previously acquired 
by himself.” 

Coolidge Meticulous. 

Coolidge’s actions seem determined 
in part by a meticulous consideration 
of the precise divisions between what 
the constitution tells him he should 
do and what the constitution says is 
the business of the senate. To appoint 
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esident’s prerogative. | 
the appointment and to criticize it, is 
the senate’s prerogative. It is also 
the senate’s prerogative to refuse con- 
firmation, ‘although refusal of con- 
firmation in the case of a cabinet ap- 
pointee is almost unheard of. 

in the mutter of the delay of the 
Warren appointment, Coolidge has 


stood quite unexcitably on the consti- 


tution. The senate is its own judge 
of whether or not to confirm and when 
to confirm. If the senate prefers to 
postpone the matter until a new ses- 
sion, that is wholly their right. 

The fact is, there is some legitimate 
justification for delay. The senate at 
this moment is in the closing days of 
a session in which the amount of im- 
portant legislation pressing is very 
large. If the senate, faced by this 
legislative «rowding, feels it is best 
not to consume any time with the 
amount of debate that under any cir- 
cumstances will take place, that may 
be wise judgment. After March 4 the 
senate will have all the time there is.

the lengths predicted by Mitchell’s 
friends is uncertain, because the first 
reaction in congress is more likely to 
be in Mitchell’s favor. He always 
has won much sympathy because of 
an earlier report that he was to be 
made a martyr. Secretary Weeks, ac- 
cording to the reports here recently, 
was determ‘ned to demote Mitchell be- 
cause of his criticism of his superiors. 
Weeks aroused hostNe comment in 
congress, and there was talk of a res- 
olution requesting the war department 
not to punish any officer for discuss- 
ing military questions freely when 
questioned by congress. 

This brings to a climax the most 
sensational row in the army or navy 
since the war. 

Has Dramatic Aspect. 

‘The controversy has all of the 
drama. that can be furnished by a dar- 
ing younger officer, championing the 
newest fighting implement, against 
the ideas of older generals, who be- 
lieve the old methods of fighting are 
better, 

It recalls the milder controversy 
started just after the war by Admirai 
William S. Sims, who said the sub: 
marine had altered naval warfare, and 
who was violently critizized by the 
navy general board when he advocated 
his ideas before a senate committee. 

If Mitchell's congressional friends 
ure correct in their statement as to 
what is to transpire when the gen- 
eral answers the white house sum- 
inons, the president has been swung 
into Jine with the military and naval 
hierarchy, which is fighting the idea 
of a separate air service. 

Weeks, Wilbur Nettled. 

‘Secretaries Weeks and Wilbur 
have been much nettled by Mitcheil’s 
assaults on the controlling forces . of 
the army and navy. Mitehell has 
a large following in congress, par- 
ticularly in the house, where a spe- 
cial committee is investigating the 
nireraft situation. It is before this 
eommittee that Mitchell has miaile 
his sensational charges that the 
army and navy are suppressing at- 
tempts to give aviation a fair chance. 

Mitchell, because of his impulsive 
disposition, has been in a controversy 
most of the time since he returied 
from the front as.a flying offirer. 
A3 assistant chief of the air service, 
he has failed to work in harm%ny 
with his immediate superior, General 
Patrick. 

Recently. the controversy spread 
out and Mftchell found himself 
conflict with Weeks, and finally with 
the navy.

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At Stokes Defamation Trial 


Chicago, February 18.—The Stokes 
defamation trial is running the Loeb- 
Leopold case a close second as a mag- 


net for the connvisseurs of thrills. 


The spectacle of the police battling 
a mob outside the court room during 
the trial of the slayers of Bobby 
Franks was re-enacted Wednesday as 
the state resumed its effort to jail 
W. E. D. Stokes for his alleged at- 
tempt to defame the character of 
Helen Elwood Stokes, his former wife. 

County highway police, together 
with court attaches, fought with a 
mob .of 500 resolute individuals de- 
termined to get their ears tickled by 
the testimony. Even the action of the 
judge in issuing special admission 
cards failed to discourage the ever in- 
ereasing crowd. Fully one-half of 
those who bucked the police lines 
were women. 

As for the testimony, it concerned 
itself largely with delving into the 
half-forgotten. history of the “Ever- 
leigh club,” a palace of pleasure in 
Chicago two decades ago. Negro 


servants in the club took the stand 
early in Wednesday’s session and de- 
nied ever having seen Mrs. Stokes 
in the club. One of them, Anne 
Johnson, for 12 years an emplovee, 
testified that Stokes approached her 
several times, asking assistance in lo- 
cating “the child of a white mother 
and a colored father.” She said she 
pe warned him to “stop hounding 
ier.” 

She described the club as “a nice 
place for rich men and idle women.’ 

Joseph Bruner was oy the stand at 
the conclusion of the day’s séssion. 
Bruner, a chauffeur, is said to be 
the “star” witness for the state. He 
told of meeting Stokes in the home of 
“an underworld queen” in July, 192°. 
Stokes represented himself as a “Mr. 
Johnson” in the employ of Stokes. 

Qn the occasion, according to Bru- 
nér, Stokes, or “Johnson,” showed 
him a dozen or more pictures of wom- 
en which he said were taken at the 
Everleigh club. Bruner testified that 
he failed to identify any of the woun- 
en as Mrs. Stokes.

Rap Mitchell’s Claims. 

“Tt has been claimed by certain 
witnesses who appeared before the 
board,” the report stated, “that a 
separate United States air force, if 
aided by submarines, could, by seiz- 
ing bases at proper distances, carry 
an offensive campaign against Enu- 
ropean or Asiatic powers. While re- 
specting the professional abilities and 
opinions of such witnesses, the board 
is unable to regard such claims se- 
riously”’ 

The “profound influence which ge- 
ographical position has on the rela- 
tive importance of air power, to a 
country” is stressed by the report. 

“In the event of war between 
France and Germany or betweeu 
France and Great Britain,” it was 
added, “air power might conceivably 
play a tremendously important part 
Each of these countries has many In: 
dustrial centers within bombing dis- 
tance of the frontiers of a powerful 
neighbor. 

“On the other hand, the Unite] 
States has but two neighbors who 
could attack her by air, and whey 
are relatively weak. Consequently, it 
seems apparent that air power is 
not so vitally important.to us us it 
is to the countries of western £u- 


Vast Difference Made. 

The board points out that only the 
radio-operated battleships Agamem- 
non of the British navy and Iowa of 
the American navy have been bombed 
by aircraft while in motion, all others 
thus attacked havinb been at an- 
chor. Despite the low speed of the 
radio-operated ships (6 1-2 knots for 
the Iowa), it adds, 144 bombs were 
dropped without a hit on the Agamem- 
non and 80 bombs with two hits on 
the Iowa. 

“Tt can be seen that, as between 
bombing a fixed target and one in 
motion, there is a vast difference,” 
was the board’s comment. 

In the Washington experiments, a 
1,440-pound 14-inch armor-piercins 
projectile was dropped 4,000 feet on 
the deck armor after eight misses. 
It struck, point downward, and did 
not penetrate, but the board said it 
was evident that such _ missiles, 
dropped from higher altitudes upon 
ships within range of aeroplanes car- 
rying that much weight. would go 
through. The answer would be thick- 
er armor decks of six or seven inches 
of steel to offset both armor-piercin, 
bombs and shells from other battle- 
ships at long range and falling from 
high angles, the board found. 

Sunk by 14 Hits. 

The Washington was finally sunk 
by 14 hits from 14-inch shells fired 
at oblique angles to test armor pene- 
tration. 

In its conclusions, the board states: 

“The battleship is the element of 
ultimate force in the fleet, and all 
other elements are contributory to 
the fulfillment of its function as the 
final arbiter in sea warfare. 

“Aviation has tmtroduced a new 
and highly important factor in war- 
fare both on land and sea. It was 
utilized on an enormous scale, and 
with great effectiveness in land oper- 
ations. Its influence on naval war- 
fare undoubtedly will increase in the 
future, but the predictions that it 
will assume paramount importance in 
sea warfare will not be realized. 

Distance Too Great. 
‘ “Airplanes cannot fly across 
Atlantic or Pacific oceans to any 
point on our coasts or within our con- 
tinental territory with heavy enough 
bombs to do any serious damage. 


“Within a distance of 250 miles | 


from their bases or Carriers, air- 
planes may constitute a serious threat 
to surface ships, land forces, cities 
and industrial centers. ... To answer 
such a_ threat hostile carriers

A SOUR STOMACH. 

| As we physiologized the other day, 
every healthy individual has an ex- 
ceedingly sour stomach when his 
s‘omach is busy, the normal gastric 
juice containing about 0.5 per cent of 
hydrochloric (muriatic) acid when 
secreted and about 0.2 per cent when 
mixed with the meal it is working 
on, and any healthy person who has 
ever accidentally regurgitated a little 
gastric juice or chyme into his ese- 
phagus (gullet) and up as far as the 
throat, wil testify that the gastric 
juice is sour, sufficiently seur to pro- 
duce “waterbrash” under such circum- 


it gets no higher than the esophagus. 

Well, then, how ccme so many 
folks complain of “sour stomach’’—or 
he that as it may, what’s good tor it? 

“Acid dyspepsia,” “hyperacidity of 
the stomach” and sour stomach are 
different names for the same thing. 
Such a complaint is common in so 
many different conditions that it 
would be of questionable health value 
to attempt to enumerate the diseases 
in which “acid dyspepsia” occurs, but 
it may be worth while to discuss a 
few of the conditions which give rise 
to sour stomach. 

Tobacco poisoning is a notorious 
cause of hyperacidity of the stomach, 
Tobacco poisoning occurs when any: 
body uses tobacco intemperately, im- 
moderately, excessively. Very few 
persons can smoke more than twice 
daily without suffering some poison- 
ous effects. The tobacco weakling 
who has to have his dope even before 
breakfast or at any other time when 
the stomach is empty is especially 
subject to hyperacidity of the stom- 
ach. Tobaceo seems to have a selec- 
tive affinity for the pneumogastriec 
{tenth cranial or vagus) nerve, which 


and heart. Through damage of this 
nerve the familiar toxie effects of to- 
bacco manifest themselves—hyper- 
acidity, cough, palpitation or more 
serious heart disturbances. 

Certain individuals, generally some- 
what. skinny. young adults, with large 
eyes, cold hands, slow hearts, “nerv- 
ous’ temperament, are subject to ex- 
cessive acidity of the stomach; the 
experienced physician recognizes in 
these individuals the vagotonic dispo- 
sition and treats them with more or 
less success on that basis. 

The affable old does used to ascribe 
a good deal of “acid dyspepsia” to 
‘“overwork’’—which certainly pleased 
the patient’s vanity but didn’t correct 
the sins covered by that overworked 
alibi. The truth which one can tell 
when no private patient is* listening, 
is that, the evil effects attributed to 
“overwork” or “overstudy”’ are really 
due to resort to various stimulants, 
tobacco, alcohol, drugs, tea, coffee, 
even excess of food, to whip the 
fatigued body along or, quite as often, 
to efface the weariness of ennui. 

A dietary crime which is ecommfited 
in too many homes and which is re- 
sponsible for much stomach sourness, 
is the abuse of such condiments as 
vinegar, mustard, pepper, cinnamon, 
peppermint, and the like, all of which 
are irritants to the mucous membrane 
of the stomach, none of which ‘has 
any food value. Children, particu- 
larly, should be spared these insults 
as much as possible. whether by the 
unrestricted use of the condiments as 
such or indulgence in hot’ sauces, 
salad dressings, “hot dog’ and other 
inventions of a jaded anpetite. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

Drinking Water. 

It is generally stated that water 
should be drunk: freely between meiuls 
but sparingly at meals and never to 
wash down food. Can this mean that 
bread and milk, or crackers and milk, 
or soup containing meat or vegeta- 
bles, is unhygienic? (F, A.) 

Answer.—No. In the first place, 
that teaching is no longer in accord 
with our knowledge of physiology. 
Water may be taken as freely as one 
desires at or in the course of a meal. 
Cold water immediately before a meal 
or in the course of the meal increases 
the secretion of gastric juice, by act- 
to the stomach. 


And water re- 
mains in the stomach but a few min- 
utes, little or none of it being ab- 
sorbed through the stomach, nearly 
all of it being passed on into the 
duodenum within a few minutes af- 
ter one drinks the water. Therefore, 
it ‘doesn’t “dilute the gastric juice” 
enough for a sufficient time to inter- 
fere to any noticeable extent with 


digestion. Of eourse neither water 


nor any other beverage should be used 
for the purpose of washing down un- 


morsels cf food.

REPORT rr 


Paris, February 18.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The report of the 


allied military control mission, fifty 
pages long, on the state of Germany's 
disarmament, accompanied by tweive 
lengthy annexes, was delivered at the 
offices of the allied war committee, 
presided over by Marshal Foch, to- 
day. Copies of the document were 
immediately forwarded to the allied 
governments. 

The mission sets forth in full the 
difficulties under which it worked, 
declaring that obstructions placed by 
the Germans in the way of its investi- 
gations absolutely prevente; any dis- 
coveries »y direct search. Every dis- 
closure made, the report states, was 
the result of denunciations by pacifist 
workmen in factories where war ma- 
terial was being turned out, or by stu- 
dents who were aware of militarv 
training operations in universities. 

The most important of the twelve 
annexes, é@¢ach dealing with a _ special 
feature of the mission's work, are 
those relating to military training and 
the 1umber of men in Germany bhe- 
ing fitted for armed service contrary 
to the treaty of Versailles, and _ to 
German armaments. In spite of the 
obstacles placed in its way, the mis- 
sion declares it succeeded through 
suggestions furnished by German 
pacifists in obtaining detailed infor- 
mation of the greatest importance on 
these two points. 

A mass ef new detail is given in the 
report, which in the judgment of 
those who are ayware of its contents 
will prove abundantly the allied case 
against Germany. 

It is generally understood that the 
report will entail a visit by Premier 
Herriot to London in the early fu- 
ture. The view prevails in both 
French and Britsh official circles that 
the heads of the interested govern 
ments ought to come to agreement on 
various points. These are, notably: 

First, as to exactly what omissions 
by Germany in carrying out the des- 
armament provisions of the Versailles 
treaty should be brought to her atten- 
tion: second, what time should be 
allowed to the reich to repay these 
omissions: third, what proofs that 
the omissions have been repaired 
ought to be required of the reich, and 
fourth. when and how the Cologne 
area should be evacuated once Ger:

On hot Saturday nights in the old 
days along the Bowery, the lads 
shoved special enthusiasm for those 
mirrored halls which displayed signs 
venring the portrait of an enormous, 
frosted. schooner and lettered *Ring- 
ler Brew—Biggest and Coldest in

The theory put forward at present 
is that, sea water heing a mixture of 
sodium and chlorine in water and 
chlorine being a strong antiseptic, the 
rays release the chlorine to do their 
cleansine work more effectively. But 
the whole thing is still so new that 
doctors don't like to calk about if 
positively until they have proved that 
that in every case of eczema this com- 
bination makes a cure. 

So if you have eczema or a tendency 
toward it and cannot afford this treat- 
ment, or if your doctor wants to wait 
until the cure is quite proved at the 
hospitals, try sea bathing and sun- 
burning.
